which aryl and heteroaryl is optionally substituted with one or more substituents selected from 
the group consisting of: 

halogen, hydroxy, amino, cyano, nitro, trifluoromethyl, alkoxy, cycloalkoxy, alkyl, 
cycloalkyl, cycloalkylalkyl, alkenyl, and alkynyl; and 
the other of R 1 and R 2 is -CO-R 4 ; 

wherein R 4 is alkyl, cycloalkyl, cycloalkylalkyl, aryl, or arylalkyl.

9. (Currently Amended) Th e us e of a compound according to any on e of claims 1 7, or any 
of its e nantiom e rs or any mixtur e of its e nantiom e rs, or a pharmac e utically acc e ptabl e salt 
th e r e of, for th e manufactur e of a pharmac e utical composition for th e tr e atm e nt, pr e v e ntion or 
all e viation of a dis e ase or a disord e r or a condition of a mammal, including a human, which 
dis e as e , disord e r or condition is r e sponsiv e to modulation of th e opioid r e c e ptor. A method for 
treatment, prevention or alleviation of a disease or a disorder or a condition of a living animal 
body, including a human, which disorder, disease or condition is responsive to responsive to 
modulation of the opioid receptor, which method comprises the step of administering to such a 
living animal body in need thereof a therapeutically effective amount of a compound according 
to claim 1, or any of its enantiomers or any mixture of its enantiomers, or a pharmaceutically 
acceptable salt thereof.

depression, smoking, sexual dysfunction, shock, stroke, spinal damage, or head trauma.
